While British Had Three Battle Cruisers Sunk, Teutons Lose Two Kaiser Class Battleships; One Derf- 
flinger Class Battle Cruiser and Two More Either Sunk or Seriously Disabled—Both 
Fleets Also Lost Number of Inferior Craft. 


LONDON, June 3—A British official communication issued early this morning says: 
‘Since the earlier communication was issued, a further report has been received from the Com- 


mander-in-Chief of the grand fleet stating that it has now been ascertained that our total losses in de- 


stroyers amount to eight boats in all. ; 
‘The Commander-in-Chief also reports that it is now possible to form a closer estimate of the 


losses and the damage sustained by the enemy fleet. 
"One dreadnought battleship of the Kaiser class was blown up in an attack by British destroyers, 


and another battleship of the Kaiser class is believed to have been sunk by gunfire.

battle cruisers, two of which it is believed were the Derfflinger and the Lutzow, one was blown up,

Summarizing the statements issued by the British admiralty, and collating the same with 


credible facts of the Berlin statement, the British cruiser squadron, consisting of six, or perhaps eight 
battle cruisers, a number of light cruisers and destroyers, supported by four fast super-dreadnought 
battleships, probably of the Queen Elizabeth class, carried out a reconnaisance in force off the coast of 
Jutland, and there came into contact with the entire German high seas fleet on the afternoon of Wednes- 


day, May 31st. 


In the battle which followed, lasting a day and a night, under foggy and misty conditions, the 
losses on either side were very heavy, but it remained a tactical British victory, as the enemy was forced 
to retreat, while German losses in super-dreadnoughts consisted of two Kaiser class battleships and one 
Derfflinger class battle cruiser sunk, with two more of the latter either sunk or seriously damaged, as 
against three British battle cruisers sunk. The enemy, therefore, suffered considerably heavier actual, 
and enormously greater relative loss in the all-important capital ships. 

British losses further include three armored cruisers of an obsolete type, and one which has pro- 


vided many victims to the North Sea.

evening newspapers rushed — special 
editions into the streets, and the 
presses were still turning out papers 
at ten o'clock at night, although vir- 
tually nothiag was being printed be- 
yond the bare official announcements, 
1 As an illustration of the rapidity 
with which the British newspapers 
and telegraphs work when a great 
occasion arises it may be stated that 
the news of the battle reached Car- 
diff and Edinburgh two minutes after 
it was given out at the press bureau, 
and the newspapers of those two 
cities were displaying it to the public 
a few minutes later. In ‘London 
copies of the official statement ap- 
peared as if by magic in shop win- 
dows, clubs, theatre lobbies, hotels, 
and restaurants, while huge posters 
put out by the evening papers stared 
the populace in 
street corner, 

It was remarkable how the feeling 
of confidence ir the great British fleet 
kept its hold on the populace, de- 
spite the undeniably heavy losses 
chronicled in the official accounts of 

| the fight. Wverywhere the talk was 
mot so much of the loss as of confid- 
ence in the future and a determina- 
tion to prepare to carry on the strug- 
«le against Germany with increased 
force, 

Zeppelins Aided Meet. 

LONDON, June 3.—The Daily Ex- 
press says: 

“Undoubtedly Zeppelins alded the 
German fleet to return io puri, inese 
momsters of the air have shown them- 
selves of small military value in raids 
over the (British counties. ‘Their real 
function, however, is to play the part 
of eyes of the fleet, and the with- 
drawal of the German ships before 
the British giants could deliver effec- 
tive blows suggests that they were 
the far-seeing eyes.

Will Still Hold the Seas, 


“That British fleet will continue to 
hold the seas, and the best reply to 
any German boasting concerning Wed- 
nhesday night's battle will be to give an 
additional twist to the navy's strangle 
hold on Germany's oversease come 
merce, 

“Whatever the balance of the loss,” 
says the Daily Telegraph, "we are 
poorer by precious lives and valuable 
ships. But let us be on guard against 
undue pessimism. The outstanding 
fuct is that our battle fleet has not 
been touched. It remains today in all 
its magnificent power. It ia on that 
embodiment of might that our for- 
tunes in the last resort depends and 
that our confidence rests today as un- 
falteringly as it did a week ago.” 


An Earlier Comment 

The Daily Graphic says in an earlier 
comment before the more cheerinj: ad- 
miralty report was issued:

If everybody had made up his 
mind to say nothing about the 
horse-buying until after the war,

this summer for the British army!

And that is the only way to get it. The British Government has 
not protested against the investi- 
gation of the fuse contracts let by 
the Shell Committee. To suggest 
that the British Government might 
protest if the inquiry were broad- 
ened to include the whole oper- 
ations of the committee is to sug- 
gest that an inquiry of this sort 
would reveal a more wanton waste 
of British war funds than has 
been disclosed in connection with 
the fuse contracts, 

A German banker says Germany 
is in the position.of a poker player 
who, haying gathered in all the 
money on the table, is willing to 
break off an all-night session and 
retire with his winnings. Not 
exactly. Germany is in the posi- 
tion of an armed burglar who, hay- 
ing looted the houses of several 
neighbors, is.anxious ta compro- 
mise with them on the basis that 
they do not hang him and that 
they let him keep the spoils. 


Likely enough the significance 
of the latest battle in’ the North 
Sea is what would be suggested by 
the location. It was fonght off 
the Danish Coast, within eompara- 
tively short run of Heligoland in 
one direction, and of the straits 
leading into the Baltie in the 
other, The British, therefore, 
were the aggressors, The colli- 
sion was not brought on by the 
enemy fleet standing out to make 
a ‘‘neck or nothing’? try for su- 
premaey ; but by the British squa- 
dron poking its nose into the in- 
dentations on the enemy’s side_of 
the northern ocean in hope of en- 
ticing out the German battle fleet 
or of catching some of his ships 
out of touch with their base. What- 
ever the material damage sustain- 
ed by the British forees—and it 
may as wellobe- admitted frankly 
that they seem to have got the 
worst of it—the fact that an en- 
gagement occurred where it did is 
proof that the seamen of Britain 
are cruising the enemy’s waters, 
seeking, not shunning battle. In 
work of this sort the vessels em- 
ployed would not be the most for- 
midable fighting machines in the 
grand fleet. The dangers from 
inines, submarines, and chance en- 
counters at a disadvantage are too 
great in proportion to the object 
in view for the British Admiral to 
risk the superdreadnoughts upon 
which he has to depend when the 
capital ships of the enemy are to 
be dealt with. The Admiralty re- 
port indicates that the ‘‘big fel- 
lows’’ in this venturesome squa- 
dron were battle cryisers, a squa- 
dron of four battleships being 
within supporting distance. With 
the astounding*increase in the size 
and speed of the warships and in 
the calibre and range of guna these 
terms do not carry the clearly de- 
fined meaning they once did to the 
lay mind. But the distinetion is 
sufficient that the battle cruiser is 
lighter, swifter, and with smaller 
calibre guns than the supernced: 
nought. Apparently this ferret- 
ing squadron found the enemy in 
greater strength than it counted 
on and pluckily—though perhaps 
rashly—attacked him. Inthe run- 
ning fight which followed it suf- 
fered heavily before the support- 
ing battleships could get within 
range, when the enemy promptly 
made for home, ‘fhough the loss 
of life must have-been very great, 
and though the ships destroyed 
were valuable and-highly effective 
units, the encdunter has to be con- 
sidered rather as a chance engage- : 
ment betwen the secondary ships ’ 
of the two navies. ‘‘The day’’ has 
not come yet, thanks to the dis- 
erction of the enemy’s more 
powerful ships prefetring the se- 
cure waters of the home ports to 
the perils of a general engagement. 
Jt. is not to be supposed that the 
losses sustained in this, perhaps 
the greatest naval battle in his- 
tory—though considering the ag: 
gregate fleets of the two combat- 
ants it has to be counted a 
skirmish in this record-making 
war-—will cripple either fleet. It 


Recruiting in Canada seems _ to 
have been carried on more indiffer- 
ently during the past few months 
than at any time since the war be- 
gan, This was perhaps natural. 
The crops had to be sown if crops 
are to be reaped. Now that seed- 
ing is over there is to be expected 
a revival of activity, with a view 
primarily to bringing partially re- 
cruited battalions up to strength.

If the company 
made an assignment, would the shares 
bought a few years ago be any good?

(1) The property can be brought 
to sale and if it does not bring suffi- 
cient to reslize the vendor's claim he 
can recover the deficiency out of any 
property of yours, In view of the 
fact that one-half of the purchase 
price has been paid itis likely that the 
court would delay the sale somewhat. 
(2) The courts do not encourage 
mortgage actions for non-payment of 
principal as long as the interest and 
taxes are paid, and beyond putting you 
to some expense it is unlilely that the 
mortgagee could do anything. (3) It

The Submarine Policy 
From the New York Times, 

The British reply to our complaints 
regarding the interference with our 
commerce is based in large part upon 
the fact that our trade has increased, 
especially with European neutrals, 
presumably enroute to Germany. 
The February statement of exports 
and imports shows that the trans- 
ccean trade of the Allies has in- 
creased, while that of Germany has all 
but disappeared, Our imports from 
Germany for the current fiscal year, 
eight months, including February, 
were $11,224,642, against last year's 
$75,724,468, Exports to Germany 
were $283,385, against $28,577,371 
last year, when they already were 
shrunken. In February our com- 
merce with Europe was larger than 
last year both going and coming. 
Imports were $59,825.34, against 
$48,722,775; exports were $2838,529,- 
994, against $237,897,3881. On a 
longer comparison the figures are 
even stronger. That is to say, while 
the submarines are most active com- 
merce is more than making good pre- 
vious losses. The submurines have 
destroyed some warships, but in their 
case also the additions are greater 
than the losses. Thus Germany has 
not been able by all her resources 
either to open the sea for herself or 
to close it to her enemies. 

Why, then, does Germany set such 
store by her submarines? Does maf- 
ness possess her that she should 
wish, or be willing, to alienate the 
world without advantaging herself? 
Is there no hereafter to the war that 
Germany should sink the ships of 
neutrals by scores, running into hun- 
dreds, and yet with no appreciable 
advantage to herself? Apart from 
material considerations, has Germany 
no conseclence against murdering in- 
pocenta of all nations? Considering 
the facts, how can Germany justify 
to herself the continuance of such a 
policy of futile rage? 

All the discussion between us and 
Germany is upon law and humanity, 
for there is nothing else to discuss. 
It would be easy to support the sug- 
gestion that Germany would gain by 
the abandonment of acts so unworthy 


of her, so detrimental to her interests,, 


and putting her in so false position 
before the world and internally, The 
facts show that her enemies are un- 
dismayed and that the German plea 
that their policy is as inhuman as 
hor own is unfounded,

cation Scheme fér Disabled

The Toronto Globe of Saturday 
says: Hon. J. R. Boyle, minister of 


education for Alberta, was in the city 
for a short time yesterday, leaving 
later for Montreal. The minister's visit 


to Ontario concerned the co-operation 
of the Provincial governments in the 
matter of establishing institutions in 


the four western provitites for the 
education of returned disabled rol- 
diers and the engaging of some 300 


lady teachers for schools in Alperta, 

The minister of education’ stated 
that Alberta, along with the other 
three western provinces, had decided 
upon a, general scheme of educating 
disabled soldiers, 

“As the population of the western 
provinces is small,” said the Hon. Mr. 
Boyle, “it has been arranged that 
Manitoba should take care of the deaf 
mutes for the four provinces; Sas- 
katchewan, the blind; Alberta, the 
feeble-minded, and British Columbia, 
the idiotic. By co-operating in this 
manner each Province maintains ita 
own institution and the » expenses are 
reduced. 

In regard to educational matters 
wenernlly in Alberta, the Minister of 
Mducation, who was in search of fully 
qualified lady teachers, said; 

“Our percentage of male teachers in 
the west is inuch larger than in On- 
tarlo, Within the year our Normai 
school graduates have totalled about 
600, but notwithstanding this the 
shortage is still around the 300 mark, 
Enlistment for service at the front 
explains the mascullne disparity. So 
far as the lady teachers are con- 
cerned, the answer is--weli, they 
marry!" 

Despite the labor shortage in the 
west the Minister stated that the 
farmers had succeeded in getting 
through with their seeding operations 
with the assistance of the soldiers, who 
lent a very useful hand,

A WAR BOOK WORTH READING 


Of the making of booxs about the 
war there is no end, nor likely to be 
until long after the war has ended 
and historians, correspondents and 
fiction writers are all on the job and 
working overtime. The output is as 
varied in quality as in kind. Mucn 
of it will likely cease to have interest 
before the guns have ceased to crash, 
An exception probably is a book “Be- 
tween the Lines,” by Boyd Cable. This 
book ts having « large sale now on 
both sides of the ocean, and bound to 
have larger. Likely, too, when the 
war is over and the student of the 
times comes to sort out the wheat from 
the chaff this book will find a place 
among the volumes kept to preserve 
He image and character of the strug- 
gle. 

It is not history, It fs not format 
description, It certainly ts not fiction, 
It does not recite the causes of the 
war, argue the issues in dispute, nor 
attempt to solve the question of when, 
under what conditions and upon what 
terms it will end, Its interest is not 
80 much educational as human and 
personal, It is a series of word pic- 
tures of how “the boys" we know live 
and do their “bit” at the front; pic- 
tures made by one who has _ been 
through it all, and seen it all and who 
has the rare knack of sketching it so 
as to leave the impression of the 
thing rather than the picture, It

NE of the most important factors in the wellbeing of any individual is right 

QC) feeding in childhood, especially in, early childhood. One of the chief 

causes of sickness and death among young children {§ their wrong feeding. 

Of the thous€nds of babies and young children who die in this country every year 

from preventable causes statistics show that more than 1,000 every month die di- 

rectly. from wrong feeding. A most conservative estimate would be 1,000 ilLon 

ony one day from the same cause. Further, wrong feeding weakens the system 
so the child is much more susceptible to infectious diseases, 

Not only the general health of the individual, but also the teeth, the digestive 
system, the nervous system, the quality of mental activity, power of will and 
strength of character are profoundly affected by the foods and regime of feeding 
during childhood, : 

The intelligence of the mother or the nurse, the grandmother, the father and 
the friend has far more to do with the right feeding of children than does the 
amount of the family income, The child in the wealthy home is quite as liable to 
be wrongly fed us the child in the poor home. It is possible to buy enough of the 
right kind of food for a very small sum, 

To feed a child so as to produce 100 per cent. efficiency in his health today and 
fifty years from today should be the ambition of every one who has the care of 
that child, not merely to keep him from death or present illness. This is not an 
easy matter, nor to be learned in a day or a month. It requires careful and earn- 
est study of food composition, food values, the physiology of digestion, dietetics, 
cooking; and then patience, thoroughness and practicality to put this knowledge 
into practice three to five times a day, seven days in the week, every week in the 


year, 
THE FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF FEEDING. 


1. Cleanliness and purity. 

The-following standards are necessary to meet these requirements:

Giant Battleships Go Down; Serious 


Losses Are Reported on Both Sides 


British and German Admiralties Issue Official Reports of Engagement, Which Lasted 
Throughout Whole of Night—British Statement Says German Fleet Avoided Main 
British Forces, and Returned to Port Severely Damaged—Some Particulars of the 


Lost Ships 


London, June 2.—From the advices thus far received it would appear that the 
greatest naval battle of history has taken place. Never before have two naval forees of 
such magnitude as the British and German high seas fleets engaged in combat. The 
losses, serious as they are reported to have been, will not impair the strength of either 
fleet to a vital extent. 

The scene of the battle was in the eastern waters of the North Sea, It is probable 
that the German fleet was on one of the excursions into: the North Sea which it has 
taken from time to time during the war and met, whether or not by, design, with the 
British fleet. 

Between Norway and Denmark 

Skagerak is an arm of the North Sea between Norway and Denmark. The point 
referred to in the official German statement as Hornriff probably is the reef off the Horn 
in the southwestern extremity of Denmark. This would indicate that the battle was 
fought off the coast of Denmark. From the reef to Heligoland, the main German naval 
base in the North Sea, is about one hundred miles. 

News of the engagement was held back by the British authorities. 

British Admiralty’s Statement. 

The text of the Admiralty ’s statement follows: 

“On the afternoon of Wednesday, the 3lst May, a naval engagement took place off the coast of Jut- 
land. The British ships on which the brunt of the fighting fell were the battle cruiser fleet and some 
cruisers and light cruisers, supported by four fast battleships. | Among these the losses were heavy. The 
German battle fleet, aided by low visibility, avoided a prolonged action with our main forces. As soon 
us they appeared on the scene the enemy returned to port, though not before receiving severe damage 
from our battleships. 

“The battle cruisers Queen Mary, Indefatigable and Invincible and the cruisers Defence and Black 
Prince were sunk, The Warrior was disabled and after being towed some time had to be abandoned by 
her crew. It is also known that the destroyers Tipperary, Turbulent, Fortune, Sparrow Hawk and Ar- 
dent are lost and six others are not yet accounted for. No British battleships or light cruisers were sunk. 
“The enemy's losses were serious. At least one battle cruiser was destroyed and one severely dam-

German Report of Fight 

Berlin, June 2 (via wireless to Sayville)—The German admiralty announced today that the German 
high sea fleet on May 31 had encountered a British fighting fleet. The engagement, which developed, 
the admiralty says, was favorable to the Germans. The battle continued all night. The German ad- 
miralty announces that the large British battleship Warspite, the battle cruisers Queen Mary and Inde- 
fatigable, and two armored cruisers, were destroyed, 

The text of the German admiralty report, which is dated June 1, says: 

‘During an enterprise directed to the northward, our high sea fleet on May 31 encountered the main 
part of the English fighting fleet, which was considerably superior to our forces, 

‘During the afternoon, betwen Skagerak and Hornriff, a heavy engagement developed which was 
successful for us, and which continued during the whole night.

We live in a world of noise, The 
hum of commercial activity, the 
lang of industry, the confusing 
cries of the political arena, the 
rish and hurry of the great 
world, and now the tumult and 
shout of battle—these constitute 
the atmosphere we breathe. So 
long have we been accustomed to 
this rush and strain, the toil and 
tiiimoil of our strenuous age, that 
we have grown to’ fear solitude 
and quiet. Once the labor of the 
day has ceased and the wheels of 
industry and mart have come to 
yest we speed up our jaded minds 
and bodies by evening pleasures 
no less exhausting than were the 
efforts of the day. ‘‘What shall 1 
do tonight ?’’ is the anxious ery of 
wiillions who above all things need 
rest and quiet. The great trouble 
of our age is that we will not be 
still, Still it is true that a quiet 
heart is a treasure more precious 


than rubies, buts it is as rare as 
radium in these busy bustling 
days. But while diffienlt the 


supremely desirable thing amid 
the whirl of outward commotion, 
is to discover the seeret of inward 
peace, to have a heart at leisure 
with itself, And this condition 
can be secured only in the hour of 
silence, 

For in such an hour one! dis- 
covers his real self.

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GERRIE BROTHERS 
IN HEAVY FIGHTING 


“We had a terrific bombardment. 
It was simply hell let Joose.”” So 
writes Russell D. Gerrie, of the South 
Side, in a letter received from the 
war front a few days ago, “We had 
a large body of artillery in support, « 
famous foreign service outfit which 
has been here since the fall of 1914, 
and they say it was the most intense 
hombardment they had eyer seen, that 
is for the amount of shells thrown on 
one battalion front in the same length 
of time, Our platoon had heavier 
casualties than any other, and in my 
opinion did best of any, especially the 
section | used to be in. 1 could go on 
for a long time telling incidents, and 
my own feelings, but all seems now 
like a half forgotten dream. As long 
as one is busy he hasn't time to be 
afraid, ahd one can't duck for cover, 
or he would be ducking all the time, 
und do nothing. IT never worked half 
so hard in my life as I did then, The 
perpiration simply rolled off me. 
Fraser's outfit was a long way, back 
but they heard it and even “stood to,” 
and of course, he was worried about 
me, so I dropped him a card, A few 
days later there was a scrap! over 
there, so I went over and saw him, 
but his party hadn't been in it. The 
Huns started our affair by blowing up 
a mine, and after that it was a wonder 
that yr battalion wasn't wiped out, 
but even as it was we got off miracu- 
lously light. Our trenches for long 
stretches were as level as pairecakes, 
but our artillery did wonderful work. 
Fritz put a barrage in the rear of our 
support to stop reinforcements, but 
owing to the ‘lay’ of the land it wasn't 
its successful as it might have beeen. 
That scrap did one good thing for me 
by showing what I can do next time.’ 

Fraser Gerrie Safe and Sound. 

Fraser M. Gerrie, Russell's brother 
and a former sporting editor of The 
Bulletin, in a letter of the same date 
und received the same day, writes {tn 
part: “All safe and sound though we 
are up where things are warm. Rus- 
sell came all the way up last night as 
he was worrled about me, having 
heard the ‘Pats’ were in a big engage- 
ment. I was just as worried about 
him as his battalion was badly cut up 
the other day. Beyond getting hit on 
the foot by a piece of shrapnel he 
came out of it all right. I was not in 
any engagement, but just the same 
got hit on the shoulder by a piece of 
shrapnel, which drew blood, I had 
it painted with iodine at the dressing 
station, but you need not worry as it 
was little more than a bruise. Still 
you can see where we ure both under 
the real thing. This fine summer wea- 
ther naturally tends to liven things 
up considerably, and there are lively 
little parties most every evening. Rus- 
sell was right in the big bombardment 
the other night, which seems to have 
been of terrific intensity for an hour 
and a half or so, He took charge of 
pores carrying up bombs, and seems 
o have done quite well, Fritz tries 
quite a few of these bombardments, 
Lut never seems to gain anything by 
them. He tried one up near here: the 
cther night, and we cut them to pieces 
when they afterwards tried to come 
over, A German captain was among 
those taken prisoners. The corpulent 
old gentleman was very peeved, 

“Well folks, | am feeling fine this 
efternoon, but would give anything 
to be abte to drop into Hepburn's and 
lick up ¢& Eullon or two of ice cream, 
T would also give considerable to bu 
uble t6 go in for a swim, as baths 
come far snd few between,” 


DESPITE IT ALL THE 
BIRDS SING MERRILY 


“Despite it all the birds sing mer- 
rily on; and just now I hear in the 
distance a cuckoo cuckooing just like 
an old cuckoo clock,” One can scarce- 
ly realize that this is a sentence from 
a letter from the front, “somewhere 
in France.” Yet it is, and it follows 
a vivid description of life in the tren- 
ches by C, F, Reilly, brother of James 
Reilly, secretary of the public utili- 
ties commission, who went to the seat 
of war as 2 member of the Universl- 
ties contingent to reinforce the Prin- 
cess al’ts, “This is a terrible noisy 
place,” says he, “not so bad in the day 
time, but worse than a boiler factory 
at night, It is comparatively safe, 
wlthough swept by machine gun fire 
all night, and rifles aleo, but the 
shooting is for the most part high, 
The bullets make a wicked = crack 
when they hit a tree; and sometimes 
nt night you can hear the shells burst- 
ing quite a way off to the right, left 
and in front of us, and-our own guns 
barking behind us." 
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LIEUT. McKNIGHT 
TAKES 3 MOS. COURSE 


Major (@. Kx. Flint, of the 56th Bat- 
talion, «. 1, F., formerly on the staff 
of the Edmonton public sehools, in 
writing from Shorneliffe, May 7th, to 
a friend in the city, gives an interest- 
ing account of the voyage, und refers 
to meeting several old friends fron 
Kdmonton at Shorneliffe, 

The 56th embarked on the Baltic at 
Halifax and thee next morning there 
was eight inches of snow on deck, 
They were escorted across the Athin- 
tic by a very business like cruiser and 
accompanied by the Adriatic and the 
Lmpress of Britain, which also car- 
ried troojs. 

Near the other side of the ocean 
they were met by half a dozen dea- 
troyers which kept chasing around jn 
all directions like watch dogs around 


a fllock. For two days all on board 
had to wear life beits and there were 
the usual rumors about “gubs," | but 
they all landed safely in England. 

The 66th Battalion is attached and 
living with the 9th, the old 1018 Ed- 
monton Fusiliers, and Capt. Flint was 
delighted to meet old acquaintances.* 
He mentions several whom hegnet in- 
cluding Col, Rogers, Major Anderson, 
Capt. Meinnis, Major Watts, Lieut. 
‘Tait, Lieut. Horsley, Lieut. Rh. 6, Lines 
and Capt. Bidwell, ’ 

Major Flint adds that “Lieut, Ken- 
nedy, Lieut. Yule and Lieut. McKnight 
all of the Edmonton schoo! staff, are 
at Shorncliffe and looking fine. Lieut. 
MeKnight is taking a three month's 
course at Napier Barracks, Lieut 
Beatty, from the University of Alber- 
ta, is one of our very best officers.” 

The letter concludes with kind re- 
gards from Major Flint to his friends 
in the city and especially to the school

BODIES OF DEAD ARE 
BURIED ALL ROUND 


“We have seen some activity since

war and some of the towns are so 
completely razed to the ground that 
no sign of their site is visible except ib 
few scattered bricks. Fields ploughed 
und, re-ploughed with shells bear am- 
ple Witness to the bloodshed which his 
taken place here, Every little way at 
the back of the lines are thg grave- 
yards with their hundreds or wooden 
crosses, Between the lines in’ many 
places the dead have not been buried 
but He just as they fell a month or a 
year ago.” 

Such is the vivid description of the 
effect of war us related by H, L, Hol- 
loway, a homesteader at High Prairie 
in « letter dated Belgium, April 18th, 
written to a neighbor, Mrs. 8. Brown, 
of High Prairie. Continuing, he says: 

“Near the firing line we can hardly 
dig anywhere to make a drain or a 
new dougout without coming across 
some poor soldiers who hive been bur- 
ied either by mines or shells or élse 
fust thrown into n hole and a Uttle 
earth thrown .on top .of them, . It Ja 
wu very surgibie ana 1 do not see the 
end in sight yet unless there is a big 
move made this summer, 

“A short time ago I had a few days 
at home, but the time was short anit 
the leave taking ts hardly worth the 
few days’ pleasure. 1 shall soon have 
a gray hatred wife if the war keeps 
up much longer for she is worrying 
herself to death over me; why, 1 can't

We 
figure that it takes four pair of shoes

“Until very recent years Canadian- 
made boots and shoes could not com- 
pete with American-made goods in 
style or neatness, although no one 
denied that Canadian shoes had fine 
But today it is

flexible, and just as weit made shoes 
made by Canadian 
labor, and, for the same price, a much 
superior article than those imported 
from the United States. The superi-

Po- 
tatoes, turnips, beets, cabbage, ap- 
ples or any other vegetable feeds that 
may be at hand are greedily eaten by 
fowls and help to promote egg produc- 
tion. These vegetables muy be cooked 
and mixed with the bran mash, the 
whole. being salted about as it would 
be for our own consumption, for lay- 
Ing hens, and, in fact, all fowls, need 
salt as much as do other farm stéck. 
To these feeds should“e added milk 
or meat, Milk, while not a, perfect 
subatituate for meat, is a good cys 
food, and it does not’ matter in what 
form it ts fed. It may be sweet or 
sour, and buttermilk is fully as valu- 
able ror this purpose as skim milk. 
Vatae of Meat 

Meat ts the best egw food that can be 
given to hetis during the winter, when 
jnsects and worms are not to be 
‘found, and this iggold in the shape of 
Deefscrap or beefmeal at a price that 
makes it a very chedp feed for the 
flock of laying hens. Given the above 
feedstuffs and sharp grit or gravel 
and water in plentiful supply hens 
will lay at any time in the year if they 
are kept comfortably housed, 

It is easy to find formulas for mix- 
ing feeds for hens, but the greater 
ithe variety of feeds given to laying 
hens the better they will produce. 

So much has been said in the past 
about over-feeding laying hens that a 
good many people actually, starve 
their flocks until their powers of pro- 
duction are destroyed, It is entirely 
possible to over-feed hens that are de- 
prived of their liberty and kept where 
all they have to do is to eat and then 
sit arbund for the next feeding time. 
It should be remembered that the hen 


fortable. 

Fowls should be allowed to run out 
of doors all the time except during 
stormy weather, It is perfectly safe 
to allow laying hens to run out at any 
time when the temperature is not be- 
low 18 or 20 degrees. At the same 
time, if the house is roomy, it is per- 
fectly safe to keep the flock confined 
for a week at a time if the weather is 
severe, All that is necesary is to 
cover the floor with straw-and throw 
the grain feed into it and let the fowls 
dig it out. 

The poultry house should be well 
lighted, for light is almost as necessary 
as warmth to the laying hen, Good 
farmers do not hesitate to furnish 
their farm stock with perfectly com- 
fortable quarters, and there is as much 
profit in furnishing the hens with a 
warm house as there is in caring for 
cattle, hogs or sheep in this way. 

Poultry is assuming an important 
place in the list of farm industries, 
Vand the farmer who does not make his 

poultry pgy him a lurge percentage of 
profit is 1f6t living up to his opportuni- 
ties. 

In this respett our British cousins 
are ahead of us, for the English farm- 
er sees to it that his poultry has as re- 
gular and as good care as any other 
stock on the farm.

duction of more homegrown alfalfa 
seed?" I had very naturally given the

Garden Pests \ 

Fortunately our garden pests in in- 
sect form are not very numerous; the 
chief depredator beoing the cutworm 
who will not be long coming on the 
warpath, 

The onion fly and the cabbage fly 
are sometimes troublesome, and by 
the time the maggots have hatched 
out and taken possession of the roots 
and qtems it is too late to do anything 
but pull out the infegted plants abd 
burn them. This shotld certainly be 
cone as soon as the trouble is discov- 
ered or there is a danger of the whole 
crop being ruined as the flies seem to 
raise several broods in the season. 

If these flies are feared it is wise to 
take preventive measures early and a 
kerosene emulsion is about as effective 
as unything. 

Dissolve half lb. of hard soap in soft 
water by heating and then add one 
gallon of kerosene, stirring frequently 
until! cold so as to have the kerosene 
thoroughly ineorperated with the soap 
and water, Dilute ten times and ap- 
ply to the foliage with a syring or 
sprays. It will be necessary to repeat 
the process at intervals, especially 
after rain and cate should be taken to 
apply it so that the soil does not be- 
come saturated with it dy there is 
danger that the remedy may\be worse 
than the disease by poisoning the soil. 
Kerosene is disliked by all insects and 
the idea its to prevent the fly alighting 
on the plant to deposit her eggs by 
making it distasteful to her. 

The cutworm is a difficult fellow to 
fight, for you never know where he is 
until the mischief is done, 

Quite a large number. of gardeners 
do not finish their work in the fall but 
leave all their rubbish lying around 
until the spring and this just suits the 
cutworm who is thus provided with a 
most comfortable breeding place. 
Neither does the trouble end here, for 
one slovenly gardener may be respon- 
sible for the cutworms infesting a 
whole block, 

Constant cultivation will, to a great 
extent, minimize this pest by turning 
out the worms to become the prey of 
the birds, and robins especially will 
soon learn that your cultivating pro- 
cess means a few good fat cutworms 
for them.

Among some varieties of fowls, it 


plants from the cutworms excepting 
beet, and these being in rows cannot 
be worked quite close up to with the 
cultivator, In this case it is better to 
thin out gradually ag the growth pro- 
ceeds and keeping a strict look-out 
for cut plants go right after the pirate, 
who is generally found about an inch 
or so below ground. A little practice 
at hunting for him soon makes one 
quick ut the discovery notwithstand- 
ing that in color and shade he re- 
sembles the soil he works in. The 
poisoned bran method of dealing with 
this pest is sometimes advocated and 
the usual formula is: 

Bran 26 Ibs, Paris green % Ib., 
corn syrup 1 lb. The bran and Paris 
green are mixed in the dry state and 
the syrup is dissolved in about one 
%-gallon of water which is added to 
the dry mixture until it is thoroughly 
moistenedy but not soppy. Thig is 
sprinkled on the infected ground and 
worked into it with the rake or culti- 
vator. 

Prevention is better than cure and if 
the garden is thoroughly cleaned up 
and all rubbish burned in the fall fol- 
lowed by plowing or digging, the in- 
sect pest will be reduced to the mini- 
mum,

A plant like a human being can only 
assimilate a certain quantity of food 
and an over-dose becomes poisonous 
to the system, so go easy and let well 
enough alone, . 

At times during the season some 
vegetables seem to come to a stand- 
still and at these times a little nitrate 
is undoubtedly of assistance if appli- 
ed cautiously, The amount that can 
be used with sufety is one ounce to 
the square yard and if applied in li- 
quid form one ounce to the gallon of 
water, It is much better to use half 
this amount and = watch the resul. 
Carrot, beet and parsnip can have a 
light sprinkling worked in the soil 
and an old salt shaker is useful to ap- 
ply it with. Cabbage, cauliflower, 
etc,, may have a little worked into the 
soil or it can be given in liquid form. 

Celery responds to nitrate best in 
liquid form, especially if given after 
rain or a copious watering. It should 
be noted that if used in the dry form, 
a sécond application should not be 
made until after rain has fallen or it 
has been watered well in. Where it 
can be so used the liquid form is pre- 
ferable and once a week ts quite often 
enough to use it, 


General Notes and Reminders 


Stake outdoor tomatoes and tie up 
as growth is made, Thin out all side 
shoots and keep to the single stem to 
insure a tidier looking plant and more 
and better fruit. The side branches 
spring from the junction of the leaf 
stalk with the main stem and should 
be pinched out as soon as seen. 


Beans should be thinned out to not 
nearer than six inches apart. Don't 
forget to sow for succession; the first 
sowings will soon be coming with a 
rush. 

It is not too early to get after the 
weeds; they are Igoking far too 
healthy for the weituke of the garden 
and this is a good time to get after 
them, Attend to the earthing up and 
staking of peas just as soon us the 
tendrils appear

Responsibility for Debate. 

“T regret most sincerely having to 
take part in this debate, because I am 
compelled to oppose the resolution 
offered in such eloquent terms by my 


hon, friend from Kamouraska. 1 yoted 
to keep it from coming before the 
house, I noticed that my right hon. 
friend the Prime Minister and my hon, 
friend the Postmaster General (Mr. 
Casgrain) agreed with methat it was 
undesirable that it should.come be- 
fore the House, but while they spoke 
one way, they voted the other; and the 
question is here to be dealt with, One 
of the reasons why I did not desire the 
debate to take place is that the ques- 
tion is one which mirht very well be 
acompanied by acrimonious discus- 
sion, 1 am bound to say, however, 
that in view of the tone which was 
given to the debate by the mover of 
the resolution, by his seconder, by the 
right hon. leader of the Opposition, 
and indeed, I may say, by all those 
who have taken part in it, it does not 
appear to me that the result which I 
feared is likely. Instead of injury 
arising from the free discussion of this 
matter, by a frank consideration of the 
facts of the case from different points 
of view, as suggested by my honored 
leader, we shall in all probability ar- 
rive at a better mutual understanding 
of what must be admitted to be a very 
difficult question.” 

“I do not wish it to be understood 
that I take the ground that was taken 
by some of those who have spoken, 
that because this is a provincial matter 
it should not be discussed in this 
House, 1 take it that this Parliament 
is the highest law in the Dominion, 
and that nothing can occur in any part 
of the Dominion that this Parliament 
has not the right to discuss,” 


Western Situation Differs fvom Eastern 


“Tam here as a representative of the 
West, as those who have spoken up to 
the present time are representatives 
of the East. Nothing could be 
brought out more clearly than the 
difference between the east and tho west 
on this matter, The claims that have 
been made on behalf of this resolution 
have been based upon conditions as 
they exist here, the result of occupa- 
tion and settlement for hundreds of 
years, Certain conditions have grown 
up, with or without the sanction of 
law, which are entitled to be respected 
by every one, which secure the rever- 
ence of many and which are to be de- 
fended as earnestly and as honestly as 
these gentlemen have defended them 
today, This outlook that sees the 
past, and looks to the future only in 
the light of the past, fails to take note 
of the fact that in the West we have 
an entirely different situation.”

“The heart of Canada for genera- 
tions, for centuries, has been on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence and along 
the lakes, But, it is only a truism to 
say that in the years to come the heart 
of Canada will lie between the Red 
river and the Rocky Mountains.”

Western School Efficiency 


The Rural School the Basis of Western Development 


Speech by Hon. Frank Oliver in Bi-Lingual 
Debate in Parliament 


Extracts from Hansard Report, May 11th, 1916 


be, and the success of the people de- 
pends in everything upon the educa- 
Von of the children. And so this 
question, which is so important to the 
minds of our friends here from Bastern 
Canada—and they are certainly able 
to express that importance in the most 
eloquent language—-is no less import- 
ant to us who are charged with the 
responsibility of directing .in some 
measure the development of that wes- 
tern country, the beurt of Canada that 
is to be," 

“Surely, if the task that Is before the 
handful of people scattered over those 
prairies and through the mountain 
valleys is to be discharged to the credit 
of themselves and to the benefit of this 
great Dominion, we must liave educa- 
tional efficiency to the last degree.” 
Education a Sacred Trust for Posterity 

“What is it first strikes the eye of 
any traveller in the Northwest as he 
rasses by train or by road through the 
country? Wherever he finds a knot of 
people settled in village, town or city, 
the chief landmark is the school, the 
biggest building in the place, and the 
best that the people can afford, It is 
just as much the landmark in our wea- 
tern provinces as are those beautiful 
churches and spires in the province of 
Quebec, and represents, I repeat, just 
as sacred an idea. The problem of 
securing efficient education to the 
population born and raised in that 
country is the greatest, the most im- 
portant, the most pressing and the 
moat thoroughly appreciated problem 
that is before those who are charged 
with the leading of public thought in 
that country, Unless the settler who 
goes into that country with anibition, 
with energy, with hope and expecta- 
tion for his material success—but still 
more, in the large majority of cases, 
for the success, material and moral 
of his children—unless he gets reason- 
able facilities for their fair education 
he will not submit to the disabilities 
of pioneer life. He will find some ens- 
ler way; he will drift into the towns 
for the sake of the education of his 
children. So I say that the problem of 
establishing facilities for the efficient 
education of the rural population of 
those Prairie: Provinces is the great 
problem, not only Tor those provinces, 
but, in the long run, for this Dominion 
itself,” 

Difficulties of Problem. 

“The problem that has to be dealt 
with is rendered difficult on account 
of many reasons. The large inijority 
of people go into that western country 
fo settle, not because they have money. 
but because they have little or no 
money; and, owing to the system of 
apportionment of the land, they are 
settled very far apart as judged by the 
standards that prevail in this part o1 
the country. Therefore you have a 
scattered population of poor people 
who are anxiously desirous of the edu- 
cation of their children, and the pro- 
blem {s how to provide them with that 
education in such a way that it shall 
be efficient. Besides that, let it be re- 
membered that, owing to climatic con- 
ditions and this sparseness of settle- 
ment, many of thé schools can’ be con- 
aucted only durittg the+ summer sea- 
son, so that the children throughout 1 
vast portion of that prairie area have 
only six months in each year in which 
they have an opportunity of attending 
school, That is the condition as I find 
it. I ask: how are you golng to ac- 
commodate that condition to the de- 
mands that are made not in the reso- 
lution but in the speeches that have 
Leen made in support of it, to secure io 
each race and tongue that settles in 
that country the teaching in its own 
language?" 

“There is another condition in which 
the features differ, When men go into 
the prairie to pick out their land they 
choose the land rather than their 
neighbors. The first man who takes a 
quarter section in a township does not 
know who the next man is going to be 
who will take a quarter section in that 
township. You will find people of dif- 
ferent ri and nationalities in al- 
most every school district where the 
people are not English-speaking.” 

Breaking From Old Disabilitics. 

“The man who leaves his original 
location and moves to the western 
prairies in the expectation of securing 
prosperity for himself and his family 
there, has ambition, energy and hope, 
end he leaves the old condition, 
wherever it may be, with the intention 
of securing and establishing a new 
condition in the country to which he 
goes. Therefore may I say/ to our 
(friends who have spoken so eloquently 
and so ably of traditions, of historic 
rights, that many of the _ people of 
the West—I do not say all, because 
there are exceptions to every rule— 
but I would not hestitate to say that 
the vast majority of them have gone 
there in the hope of getting away from 
many of the traditions that hampered 
or hindered them, or that they found 
distasteful in the country or region 
from whence they came,” 

“The regrettable feature of this de- 
bate, so far as it has gone, has been 
the suggestion that those who are not 
prepared to subscribe to this resolu- 
tion are of that mind because they are 
not willing to accord to the French 
language or to the French nation that 
consideration to which they are entit- 
led, I want to say for myself—and, I 
am sure, for those who think with me 
—that we take no second place to any- 
one in our admiration for the French 
language or in our appreciation of the 
French race, of what it is, of what it 
has been, of what it is doing today, or 
of what it will do,” 

Limitations of Rural Schools. 

“It has been argued here today that 
it is possible to give a complete edu- 
cation in two languages at the same 
time. I am perfectly willing to ad- 
mit’ that it is possible, under certain 
circumstances, Given competent tea- 
chers, given ample opportunities and 
facilities, given clever pupils, there is 
no manner of doubt that it can be done. 
But, under the conditions that prevail 
in the province of Manitoba, especially 
in the rural or village schools, where 
the population is small to begin with; 
where the people are not well off—- 
poor, I may say——-where the term of 
teaching is very short; where it is not 
possible to secure teachers of high 
class who can teach both languages, 
and where the people are so scattered 
that they cannot get together, the only 
result that can follow is the result that 
did follow—absolute inefficiency in 
education,” 

Justice to Children. 

“It is not a question, to my mind, of 
racial preference or racial perpetua- 
tion that is at issue in that province 
(Manitoba). That may be the issue 
in Ontario, or Quebec, or any other 
province; but, a8 a representative of 
the West, I want to say it is not the 
issue in the western provinces. The 
issue is, to fit the children born in or 
coming to these provinces to fight the 
battle of life on equal terms with 
others. And to my mind, and I be- 
eve this is the way it appeals to the 


ple of the West, whether the child 

of French or Germrn parentage, or 
any other, whatever the traditions may 
be behind that child—and they may be 
as great and as noble as any of our 
friends can claim and as I am willing 
to admit—if that child is not sufficl- 
ently and efficiently educated to stand 
on an equality with other children in 
other localities, it is unduly handicap- 
ped in the race of life and has not re- 
ceived juatice or fair play at the hands 
ot those who are in authority and who 
are responsible for its education, That 
ls the principle that underlies the ad- 
ministration of school mattera in the 
prairie provinces and British Columbia 
today.” plied 

Manitoba Conditions. 

“The conditions of rural settlement 
in the province of Manitoba resemble 
in large measure those in the pro- 
vinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta; 
they. are not identical, but in some 
degree similar. In the province of 
Manitoba, under the regulation that 
was called the Laurler-Greenway 
agreement—an arrangement made in 
the very best of faith and with the 
very best intentions,—it was provided 
that thene might be teaching of 
French or any other language where 
there were ten children of that lan- 
guage in the district able to attend 
school, That agreement was made at 
a time when there was no question of 
any other languages than French and 
English. The words “any other lan- 
guage” were put in, but, as I under- 
stand the matter, the object in view 
was simply to remove a grievance of 
our French-speaking fellow-cltizens of 
the province of Manitoba, that we 
might have good-will and co-operation 
in the building up of the country. But 
circumstances arose which were not 
contemplated when this agreement 
was made, There came a large immi- 
gration of people speaking other Jan- 
guages. There was an inflow of people 
of Austrian nationality, speaking the 
Russian language. There was already 
there a considerable German popula- 
tion which, no doubt, was augmented 
in the general inrush from Europe, 
There were Poles, and—I am not able 
to call the whole list. Many nation- 
ulities came into the province of Mani- 
toba, and all these made their’ de- 
mands upon the government of that 
province for recognition of their rights 
as conveyed in that Laurier-Greenway 
agreement which had been primarily 
intended as a recognition of the 
French language, but which they 
claimed covered their own demands 
as well—and I am bound to say that, 
ak’ I understand the wording, it did. 
The government of the province of 
Manitoba saw fit to accede to these 
demands, I do not wish to introduce 
anything controversial here; I\do not 
wish to find fault at the moment with 
what the government of Manitoba dil, 
tor do L wish to justify it, but only to 
state the fact. The fact is that the 
yovernment of Manitoba of that day, if 
[ may be excused the word, went the 
limit in meeting the conditions of 
bilingual and polylingual education, 
They provided for training schools, 1 
believe, for French, Germans, Ruthen- 
lans, Poles--it.is not necessary to go 
over the whole list. ‘They did every- 
thing to fulfill the idea expressed so 
eloquently by my hon, friend from 
Bonaventure (Mr. Marcil) today, in 
giving everybody everything he want- 
ed in the way of education, Now, that 
policy was tried out, and, for the sake 
of argument, I will assume that it was 
tried out in good faith. But the result 
was simply inefficiency and confusion. 
There resulted in Manitoba an educa- 
tional condition that was certainly ua- 
fortunate and that was not beneficial 
to the people of the province at large, 
much less was it beneficial to the peo- 
ple who were supposed to be benefited 
by the so-called advantages of educa- 
tion in their own language.” 


Good Faith of the Norris Government. 


“I merely wish to state the fact that 
the Norris Government, when it came 
to power, found an absolutely impos- 
sible position in regard to the non- 
Onglish-speaking public schools and 
population of the province of Mani 
toba, The public needs demanded that 
they should make a change in that 
condition, The public interests de- 
manded it; the interests of the chil- 
dren, the interests of the people, the 
interests of the province, and the in- 
terests of the whole Dominion of Can- 
ada, demanded that they should take 
such measures as would give to the 
children born or being reared in that 
province the best education that could 
be given, and they could not do that 
by attempting to give two educations 
when they had not either the time or 
the money to enable them to give even 
one effectively.” 

Alberta Conditions, 

“Tl have heard much as to the neces- 
sity of teaching children through the 
medium of their own language, and I 
am not going to dispute the desirabil- 
ity of doing that where it is practicable; 
but I am saying that the experience of 
the province of Alberta is that it was 
not practicable and is not necesary; 
and the ultimate result is the advan- 
tage of the children in that they learn 
the language from teachers who speak 
it correctly, and so they learn to speak 
it correctly.” 

“The province of Alberta has al- 
ways held to the principle of English 
schools, of teaching English in the 
schools, of using the English lan- 
guage to teach English in the schools, 
and the result has been that we have 
made a success of it for those of our 
citizens who did not originally speak 
English, as well as for those who do. 
The child whose father came from 
Galicia, whether of German or of Rus- 
sian race, starts out in the battle of 
life just as well equipped as the child 
whose father came from the province 
of Ontario, That is the purpose we 
have in view, and I submit that we | 
are not trespassing on the rights of 
anyone when we achieve’ that pur- 
pose." 

Conciliation Board on Justice 

“Mr. Speaker, I have already stated, 
and I will repeat, that I do not wish 
in anything I have said to suggest in- 
terference in the discussion of school 
questions in the province of Ontario, 
in the province of Quebec, or in any 
other of the eastern provinces, I rec- 
ognize that under the conditions 
which prevail in these provinces they 
have their difficulties, their limita- 
tions, and their frictions that must be 
allayed and adjusted. I do not pro- 
pose to discuss them; I leave them to 
those who are better posted and more 
interested than I am, although, of 
course, I am interested in the well-be- 
ing of eastern Canada just as the peo- 
ple of eastern Canada are interested in 
the wellbeing of western Canada. But 
while I am willing to accept the con- 
ditions, as discussed, in regard to the 
school systems of eastern Canada, | 
appeal to our friends who have 
brought this resolution forward to 
recognize the limitations, the condi- 
tions, the aspirations, and the ambi- 
tions of western Canada, and to give 
us the same consideartion in dealing 
with the problems that are under our 
administration as we are willing to 
give them in regard to the problems 
that are under their administration. 
If they insist on applying the stan- 
dards which they maintain—and 
which may be perfectly applicable to 
the conditions prevailing in the coun- 
try with which they are familiar-—-to 
our country, where the conditions are 
entirely different; or, if they accuse 
us of intolerance, of sectionalism, or 
of a desire to wipe out or injure any- 
bedv, I say they aro not falr, they 


ure not entitled to adopt that attitude 
towards us, as we do not wish to adopt 
that attitude towards them, Let the 
problems of eastern Canada be dealt 
with as they may be, but let the prob- 
lems of westérn Canada be dealt with 
as they may be; that is all we ask, If
